though every Countrcy doth fiot^^^ y^^ 
every commodity, yet by the mcancs of 
Merchandis^c and tnnfportationjalmoft 
every Cou n trey in part icular^ enioyes 
the fruition of all things needful! in 
gencralL Thirdly^ it confcrves ^ and 
makes pcace^love^and amity with Prin- 
cesjand Potentaies^ though they arc far 
remote from each other in Religions, 
Rcalinc^^jRrgions^and Territories iyet 
I h c Y a rt do 11 ioy n cd in feagu Q%i a n d 
frifndfiTip together^ and by the meancs 
ofNegotlation^may^and doc fend Let- 
ters, Aml>a{Tadors^ MciTuages^ and rich 
gifcs^Magnificent prcfcnt$^ Aidqs of Ar- 
mies, and Na vies^by Land and Sea , for 
theexprefsion of their grcatncfle and 
fuppor ration of peace and unitjr one 
with another.Fourthly^it is the firength 
of Kings & KingdomeSj in the encreafc 
of Shipping and Marrincrs ^ whereby 
either in peace or warre they are furni- 
flied upon ail occafioDS :^nd what 
thing is there more in the World fo 
great^or fp to be e deemed , whf reunto 
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love will not ftirrc , andaniniatc the 
mindesofmortallmen, Laflly^ it ac- 
quaints cich Natiaa with the Language, 
Manners^ Behavicxar , Cuflomes^ and 
arriage of one another i fo that by 
thcfe m^arics menace made capable of 
underftanding and kftovirkdgc ; and 
therefore prefer re knowledge before 
wealth and riches/or the one foonc fa^ 
dcth, the other abidcth forever : for au 
mongfl all Natural! and Terrcflriall 
things, oncly wifedomc is immortalil j 
and for that mainc realbn knowledge 
and underflandingoughttobee imbra- 
ced before ignorance ; and efpecially 
for that in all othct things which are b- 
dious, yet there is fome profit to bee 
found: but ignorance oncly is ever noy- 
fomeand hurtfull to the ignorant, and 
doth make them bare the paineofrholc 
offences which they commie , by thetr 
imbeciUity and want of knowledge. 
Therefore ftudy for knowledge whilfl: 
thou haft time and Icifure to karrie, & \ 
and be diligent to give care to thofe 
that are wife and learned ; for by. this 
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meancs them (lialt cafily obtainc uai 
derftaiKdirtg and knowledge of that^ 
which others have invented with great 
labour and difficulty.

fents^his returne fro^ the Court, his e-- 
/lace and condition, aud laflly a fbort 
defaiption of the Emperdr-of eJ^^wc^ 
andhisEmpire^with his Kingdoms of 
Fez,^OT Fejp ^ and his Ringdome qf 
S us ^ and other his Dominions, with 
fomcthing of old and new 5^^i&^, or 
Sallie ^ vvith the lace proceedings 
there* 
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The Jmhajiador is by ^irth a Portugall, ^ 
Gentleman borne in a Tomie called Mondc^ 
£pj^h& was taken Captive in his Child^hood at 
the age of almoji eight jeares i he was (as the 
mifery and fortune §f Captives is) bought and 
fcld.andby command ( as the manner of thofe 
barbarous Rations is) hee difiejlicled^cr Eu^ 
nuckd^andashe grew inyeares hee by his ac^ 
cepiablefervices^w^s daily more and more infa^ 
Vour with the Emperor o f Morocco Jnfomuch^ 
that his Maiefiy was f leafed to take him into 
his efpeciall grace ^making him his chiefejlfa^ 
Vorite_^ and trufiy cou^cellor of State ^ dignifM 
him with the hi^) flile or title o/Alkaid, 
or Lord, than which there is not a degree high^ 
er under the Emperor ;, endowed with Lands 
and rtvenewes ft and correfpondevtfor fo emi-^ 
nent a callings gave himthetwomofhonou^ 
rable places of Lord great Chamberlaine , and 
LordTrivy Scale ^and to his pruJmt care and 
honourable mature wifedome was committed the 
maine charge and management of the moji im- 
portant a^aires of his whole Empire ^ and in 
fuffering him to makf Lawes and EdiSis : 
Jnd he which is in an Office or place of com- 
mand/ndmakth Lawes fr other men^ou^ht 
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ippointment. Sir Jf^hn Fivnet Kntghi^ 
Maflcr of the Ccrcmenics , was Tent 
downe to Graipejend^to conduftihcEm* 
bafladors to LWc». 

They had no fooncr taken their Bar- 
ges ^ and were launched , butanexprcf- 
Hon of Love 2it\d Welcome flew in thun- 
dering manner out of the niouthsof the 
great Ordnance, from both the Blocks 
houfes of Grax>efend^ and on E^ex fide, 
and the Tyde being reafbnablc calme, 
I hey plcafantly part to Woelmch , wber^ 
thcj /aw his Maieftics new ^eat Ship 
(the Eighth Wonder of the World) 
with pleafingand much contenting Ad- 
miration, After which they pafl to 
Grcenemtch ^ where they landed , and 
rtay'd at the ^^/^ and Cmvne fourc 
Houres > becaufc the Kings Barge with 
the Lord Kenwell^ and 1 2, Gentlemen of 
his Maieftie^ Privy Chamber^and other 
were appointed to come to Greenewitch^ 
to bring them to the Tewer-wharfe in 
State as was fitting and honourable. 

So they tookc Barges ac Greenemtch^zl" 
mod ah hourc before Nighr, with their 
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Trumpets founding before thcoa all the 
way : And after an Houres Rowing they 
landed at the Tewer ^ where they were 
attended by Thou fands, and ten Thou- 
ftnds of Spedators ^ and welcomed and 
conveyed with his Maieftics Coachj and 
attheleaft lOO, Coaches morc^ and the 
chiefcft of the Cittizens., and "Barl^arj/^ 
^erchoitf bravely mounted on Horfe- 
backc 3 all richly apparrelied> every man 
having zChaine ofGoidsihovit him ; with 
the Sheriffes ttidiJldermen oi L^ndm in 
their Scarlet G^^^^s\ with faeh abun- 
dance of Torches and Links , that 
though it were Nighc , yet the Streetes 
were almgft as light as Day, And ia this 
brave and noble way the Em^ajfador with 
his Affociatc Mr* Blakf^ were acconapa- 
nied from the Tomr-wharfe to their 
Lodgi|%gs in Wood^flreete^ at the Houfe 
thai was Sir Martin Lww/yfV^Knight^and 
Alderman of the Citty o( London^ and 
where he kept his Honourable Office of 
Maioralty inthcyeare i6z^. 

The Jlkaid^ having reasonable ^well 
recovered him of his Health , after 
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hcc had talccti reft fifteene or fl^vcccnc 
dajcs:, till Sunday ihc fift Day of iT^c?* 
vernier ^ our Kings Maicflfcs Phyfiiians 
all this while ( by his Maicfties Com- 
mand) attending, and ufing their ap- 
proved bell skill , whofe paincs and in* 
duftrious Knowledge tookcfuch good 
cfFed for his Health , that on the faid 
fore-named Sunddy^ his Maicfly was gra- 
cioufly picafcdto give them Audience 
at his Palace or Mannour of fFhik.HaU^ 
and to that intent thefc preparations 
following were ordcrtd forihc Accom- 
modation of fo Rojalland Hbnoiirablc 
aDciignCo

Secondly, the Earles Coach (with as 
many other as was held to befitting} 
waited^ and were ready at ihcCourt^gate^ 
to carry his Lordftiip and the Gentle- 
men privately to the Bmbajjaders Lodg« 
ing, or Houfe m Wood^firette. 

Thirdly, the Foure Borfes which were 
fcntas Prefents fr^m the Emperour efMo-^ 
rocco, to the King of Great Brittaine^ did 
ftand ready at the Emha^ad^rs Houfe at 
the Hourc afore- faid^ and all theHorfes 
of thofc that came from the Court for the 
fame Service, were ready at the /ayd 
Houfe the fame houre. 

Fourthly^ a good Guard of Officers,

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now it follows, that 1 relate fomewhat 
of the grcatnedc of the Bmperom' of J^o-^ 
70CC0 that fent iham^ and fomeCaufes 
why they were, fent, with fome iuft 
and true Remembrances of the good fer- 
viccs that Mr. Robert Blake (AfTociate 
with tht. Jlk^id^ hath doiie for his cap- 
tive and diftrefled Countrey-^men ^oar Kings 
Subieds ^ Englifh^ Scottifh^ Irijh^ and of 
the ifles of G arnfey^ and J arfej ^ and of 
other places of his ^aiefiiey Dominions : 
befidcs his goodncffe in relieving and 
helping of many Chrijiians of fundry Na- 
tions , both with his Word and Putfe, 
wken they were in miferablc thraldome 
and flavery j hec never ccafcd to doe his 
beft to comfort them. 

This Eighty and Potent Prince Mullcy 
Mahamcd Shequc, is Emperor of Moioc- 
co^ KingofYt^^or'ScSc ^ orSxxs^orSxxik^ 
with many other Dominions of large extent ^ 
fome fart of his Territories (cutting 5\jrth-^ 
ward upon rfc^MidJand ^r Mediterranean 
Sea J over againji part of Spaine ^ and fome 
large bounds of hundreds of Leagues South and 
VFefl upon the Atlafitick Ocean cosalfohu 
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Empire extends it/elfe many hundrtd Miles 
upland Southward into AfFrica. 

The Cicty oi'^mcco^ (" wkich is the 
Metropolis of his Empire) as Jtlas relates 
in hisHiftory of Jffrica , hach bcenc 
one of the grearcftCittics in the world, 
being once of that hiige circuire , that it 
had looooo. houfcs within it, moft 
flrongand defencibly walled ^ vvith 24 
Gates to iflue divers waycsout and in atj 
but within thefe lOO. yecrcs part, what 
with fotraignc Warres and domcfticali 
fcditions, the Citty is much ruined^ and 
abated ef its ancient greatncffc i yet by 
the Maieflick Valour and Prudcncy of 
this Emperor it begins to re-flourifh, 
and may rc^aflume the former Magni- 
tude which once it had. 

The Kingdomes of Fejfe and Sus arc 
vafte in extcmioHj and rich in divers 
Commodities y as Chmelots^ Grograines,- 
and many other Stuffcs made of the 
haire of Cammcls, and other Beads : bc- 
fides, the beft Gold is found there in 
plenty :, with Oyles.^ Sugars , and many 
other forts o£ Merchandiz^e^for which 
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our 'B^ri^ MercbanU doc rraffiquc mto 
thofc parts, with our/riwf , Tinne^Lead^ 
and other comaiodicics which arc ven- 
dible there. As cenccrning any further 
Defer iption of thofc Countries, 1 am no 
Geographer'^ and whofocvcrwill know 
moce of chcm , let them lookc in Tlinj 
his NaturaU Bifiory ^ or iaMr.T^wrch^e 
his Pilgrimage ^ ox in .^^las ^ (" a compen- 
dious Workc, well Tranflatcd lately} 
or in Lithgows TraP^dles , and there they 
may have more ample and laii&fafl:ory 
Relations; there fhall they findc that in 
thefe Dominions ofMamtania^ the great 
Battcll of Jicaz^er was fought in the 
ycare of our Lord 1578.00 the fourth 
Day of Juguji ^ when Dm Sebaflian^ 
King ot PertHgaU ^ came into Barhary 
with a great Armyj inawrongquarrell 
tojsiydcan ufutping Rebeil againft the 
true Heire to the Empire of .^w^^ri?^ for 
the which Ayde the Rebcll had promi- 
fed to Sehapim^ to give him the Kingdame 
of Fe^e : But in that facall Battell King 
Sebajiian feeking after the fhadow ^ loft 
fhs fuhftance- aad znflcad of obtaining 
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Fejie^hc was (Uinc that Day ^ and there 
loft both his Life, and Kingdome oiTor^ 
tugall J by which meanes the King of 
Spaine got It^ and holds it; and in thg 
fairie Fight was flainc the lawfuU King 
o?Feffe^ and the Vfurper, with our 
Country-man Thomcu Stukeley ^to whom 
the P^fe had largely prdmifed the K/w^- 
dome of /rf/<«»^jfothat j.Kings fell in 
that one Battell. 

This Emperornow Reigning, Is the 
Sonne of Xerif^e MutUj Cidan^ ( deceafed) 
who was a valiant aad vldorious Prince^ 
and his Grandfather was Xeri^t MuUej 
Hornet ^ a Prince that held good League 
and Amity with Queencfi/^^:.**^^ , (of 
blcflcd and mofl famous memory ) and 
this Emperor as (bone as he came to the 
Crowne , he mofl lovingly defired thf 
Friend{hifznd'i{ojaUJfnityo{ovLt Graci- 
ous King Charles : He is a white man^ of 
a goodly proportion, and a Maiefticall 
Alpc(5i ; he is not above 18. yceresofage, 
and yet of fuch furpaffing ftrengtb^ that 
he hath taken a new Horfc-fhooe > and 
with both his hands hath writhed and 
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:nforecd» through extremity and want 
to retire the Army, without any dc/ignc 
accompliflied : And indeed it proovcd 
no othcrwife, but MlLat/hi held 
BnendfijipWixhontGenerali^ and made 
many Ihot oat of the Townc of old Sally 
into new Sally ^ fo that they were fore 
diftrell in the Townc , with Famine, 
and the battering of our^ri?/if Ordnance 
from our Ships by Sea , which did fink 
and teare their Shipping, and beatc their 
houfcs about their cares j asalfo LaiflH 
beate upon them on the Land-{ide,that 
by Sea and Land they had loft f© many 
ir.cn , that they began to ulkc of yecl- 
diug. 

The Emperor hearing of the perfidi- 
ous dealing oiLaiflji towards him , ( for 
Latjhi ftill ftands out , and holds Old 
Sally from the Emperor ) he fent his M- 
kftd 3,nd Mr. lio^ert^laic bis ASoditc, 
in Commiffion with him, to command 
them of 2Veji7 5'^^ to fmicnder to him 
the Townc , and deliver the Captives 
that were ifac King of Great 'Brittames 
Subieas. 
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But befoire the Jli^U and Mr, Blake 
came, thc!r#n^;j^, being unable to hold 
out longer againft the force of our Eng^ 
lijh ships , that they were in a manner 
necrc yeeldcd before the Embaffadour 
came thither : fo that ( under GW) our 
Ships were the meaner to reduce Sally to 
the obedience of the Emperor^ the right 
Lord and owner thereof^ and alfb to 
redeemc all the poore Captives that 
were there, C^n^ww. So on the 28. day 
oljufy the Jlkaid^ with Majfler Blake ^ 
went into thcTowne y and in the Empe- 
rors name did place there their old Go- 
vernour , and all the Captives were fcro: 
a boord the King ofEnglands flii ps : thofe 
that lift to have a more ample Relation 
of the fiifrendiingofthis 7^^^i'»^j with 
the other paffages that happened cherc, . 
they may re^d a ^ournallwniun by Ma- 
ftcr j[ohn Duntons Diredion 3 who v^as . 
the Mafter either Jdmir all- fhip (he Leo ^ 
pard^ who, as it is thought , hath de- 
fcribed it truely j but hcc is here and 
there wrong'd by thcWriter, in mif- 
placing fome things unorderly. 

The 
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were in number 302, EngiiJh^Sconi/h^ 
and Irijh • amongit whom there were ii 
Women : Alfo there were z'^. French men^ 
which wifely ran away from their kee- 
pers 5 and there wcrclikcwifefet at Li- 
berty %.Dutch.men^ and 11. Sfmiards t 
ail thefe ^eat Mercies af God to thefc 
poore captived ChriBians ^ ought never 
( by them ) to be forgotten ^ buc with 
fraife^ Thankefgmng^and amendment of life 
to he hadinperpetuaB "^I^emembrmce : and we 
and they are all bound to love, honour3 
and obey Ourmoji Gradom King^ whofe 
piety mdpittj^wsLS fogrcat;,as to take the 
Afflidion of his poore Subiefts fo farrc 
into bis mofi Princely confider^ien ^ as to 
fend his Ships under fuch wife and able 
Commanders for thcit Redemption. And 
it is a moft Remarkable Not€of the JL 
mighties Mercy , in that hec ftirVJ upand 
ordain d Mafler l^okrt IBlake to be the 
Agent andlriflrumenttomoveche Em^ 
peret oLMorocco^ to be fo well affeded for 
their enlargement 

Their flavery (^for the timey was 
worfe than the ^^^pptian "Bondage under 
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Pharaoh 5 for imagine ( Good "l^eader ) 
what mifery can be more, than for a man 
or woman to be bought and fold like a 
Bcafl ^ for a Chrifiiart^ to be fcrvile to an 
/»^J<r^^ in the moft bafe and contemp- 
tible drudgeries i to eate the Bread of 
forrow^ and drinkc the water o^afflt^iiott; 
to have the Head fhaven , the body 
pin'd and beaten , to grind in Mills, to 
digge and drefle Vineyards, to draw 
Ploughcs, to be labourers dayly, and 
all their wages to be hard fare, hard 
blowes , hard lodging , and (" more 
hard than thofe 3 never to hope to be 
frcedtill Death i bat hardeft and worft 
of all, to be urged, enforced, and enti- 
ced tdforfake their Faith ^ and turne ^ifcre^ 
ants • or C at the beft ) to be ever debar'd 
theexcrcife of the Freedome of their /?^- 
ligion and Confcience. Now the Learned 
doe fay. That all kjnd of Servitude is mife^ 
rable 3 but that especially is intollerable ^when 
a fSldan is enforced to fer'\>e one that is difho^ 
nefl andviciom : And therefore (* as a wife 
man faith) it is better to live free with a little 
feare ^ tha?2 to be in fervitude with much and 
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^■eat a(>ounclame 'Jor Libetty is'faeete, and 

ivorthy to be reaarded, 

Thtfc, and more than thcfc were the 
infupportable calamities of our poorc 
airtrcfled Countrcy-mcn, with 45. of o- 
ther Nations^ who arc now ^ Gods efpe- 
ciall mercy and providence at liberty , fomc 
of them having endured jo.yecres fla- 
very , and fomc fewer j but all too 
much J and too many. 

/« February M, 1^35, ^r. Robert 
Blake i'eing a Merchant^ and trading to Mo- 
rocco; h his goodconverfatiott andcarriaae 
There the EmpcTO, cafian^ejeof^eJd 
and taDour upon htm^ tnfemuch that he caufed 
him tolearve his ^Merchandife andTraffiauem 
trufi to hlsfervantsandPaaors^ andhtmfelfe 
to he neere attendant to his Perfon in the Court 
where his Maiefiytakjng efpeciaU notice ofh^ 
good diligence and Integrity^ entertain'd a li- 
king to hif^ and his Services e-pery day more 
arid more, fo that infhortfpace hee purchased 
the Office of Farmer of all his Pert, and 
Cii (tomes , r which place h^fiiUretatnes ) 
There were then in /^.Emperors Court ^ I 
Engl tfli Captives, whom hee andhis Father 
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had formerly bou^t from Argcir WTun- 
nis, ai^d fimc of them had heene in Captivity 
z^.yeeres^fome 20. jeeres^ fame 14^ fome 
fewer ^ but each of them thought that the time 
wa^ toolon^. 

And although thcfc mens miferies 
were not altogether fo great, nor their 
Captivity fo heavy in the Court at «^^- 
rocce^giS it was guTumts^jTgeir^orSally^ 
yet was their Thraldome foirkefome to 
them, that they had a defire to fee their 
o wne Countries i their mindcs ran upOn 
their Parents^ iCinred, Friends, and Ac- 
quaintance/rom whom they bad becne 
long unfortunately feparated : jfb that 
their befl mirth was but forcd, and a 
kinde of mourning , and all their ioycs 
were too much mixed with care and 
fadneflc^ which Mr. B/^4.^ (with great 
griefe of heart) did note in them dayly * 
and his mofl forrow for them was, that 
he fuppos'd hee could noc hclpc them, 
and therefore he did often fee them with 
aneyQofChrijiian ampafjwn andpitty^ and 
in his minde (like a true Enqlifh-man ) 
hd>d dLS'ympath^ or brotherlj ftelingof his 
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with hdules for fo large acireultc : Ic 
hath three C'«^/leir., iwd bFihjsm to the 
Land-v^^atd J «nd ©rte to thtf'Slsa*>vard 
with other ftrong C^JJiawtf/ tad W#if»

And ahhoBgh I hav« written before in 
tlusRctation, that I bare no skill in 
Gmrnf^j^^or Dcfcription of I7«j«r^« and 
Cimmi^ yet for the latwfaaion of iiii- 
«y, fiidj as will not, or c«nndtfee at the 
charge to bay larger Relafi^rw ^ it i« not 
impertinent that I wr«e fowie^hat bf 
^ffiriea^ aijd cofffc<jtitt«ly M JSja-^r^^Bfe?- 
fou», fefe^ut^tnd oth» ^rrhofcDd- 
mmions^with ^Hcir ReiigibRs.ttianhcrSs 
Ritesj Lavyvs^and^erni^je^. 

For their R^/igtM^ they areftrita obfer- 
vers of the Law of Mabmtt . they /ay 
Chrifi wMa great Pr^het^ botae U 'bee 4

that hee was the BrenthofGod^ tbatheimi 
krne of a Vtrgin^ and that the hwes fi^uM

And in fomc parts of Jffrica the people doc 
ufc to eatc three whole daies together , and 
are in all things obedient to their Wives or 
Concubines : Moreover, they never fufFer a- 
ny of their Daughters robe married , except 
jfhc or they have firftflainc with her owiie 
hand by Policy one of their Enemies : this 
they doe obfcrve from the Tartamns^ 

In other parts of this Countrcy they doc 
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Konour their Women more than their mcn^ 
a.)cl they lake their Sur-names of their Mo- 
therland not of their Father : and they leave 
their Daughters to be their Heircs and in^ 
heritors of their Landsjand not their fons. 

And in fome places many have becnc pu- 
nldied, and lomc banilTied j becaufethey 
have kiffed their Wives in the prdcnce of 
their Children or Daughters; but at the leafl 
they have becnc fined to their Governour 
many Duckets for this ofifcncCo 

Their /-^w^^x command, that men accu^ 
fiomed to wickedncffc and vicioufaefle^ 
fhould be cut off ^ without being fparcd or 
concealed : and that chey which were attain- 
ted^ and convinced as guilty of any crime^ 
fhould never efcape without fomcpunifli- 
ment or other.

Vox CMonjiers ^ it is faid that there area

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wiih but ont? feggc^that doe hop very fwifr, 
and are cal led Sciopedi ^ who with t he fliad- 
dovv of the foote ( as they lye on their 
backs ) doc defend their whole bodies from 
the violent heate of the Sunne j feme with- 
out Heads, with Eyes in their ftioulders ; 
fome Satyres ^ ( faalfc men and halfc Goates) 
fome with no Nofes; but flat-fac'd^ with 
holes to breath at : fome with legges as lim- 
ber and pliable as Lamparnes^ (without 
bones) who doe creepe and crawle* Some 
with earcs fo great that they cover the 
whole body ; and that in Ethiopia x\\ctc are 
iomc men that are 8, Cubits :> or 4. Yards 
high ; let the 1\eader beleeve as much of 
this as he lift : hut I am perfwaded, that ma- 
ny of thefc things are true , or elfe io many 
Grave and approved Authors would never 
have vvri'tenofihem, and divulg'd them 
to the World. 

Alfo in Jj^rica are ftore of Elephants , TL 
J^ers , Lyons, Buffles^ Panthers^ Leopards^ 
Cammells ^ T\lnmceros ^ Lynces ^ ^Musk^k^ts^ 
Chces ^ Bikes, Porcupines, Dragons^ Serpents^ 
Crocodiles ^ Ichveumons ^ the Hiena Vipers ^ tho 
B^ftliske^ the Chamelion ^ the SallamanderX^-

And thus having briefly related thcReli- 
gions^ Manners, Rites^ Lavves^ and Ceremo- 
nies of fome of the Dominions oiJffrica^ as 
^Barhary , Morocco^ Feffe^ and Stf/, I hope it 
will fatlsfie any indifferent Reader : To 
name all were too tedious, and impofilble ; 
and therefore thofe that will have more 
ample Defcription J let them gee the credit 
to borrow, or the Ability to buy larger 
Volumes.
